Mayor A. J. Hailed Sends in Communica­ 


tion on Telephone Rates Which 


Have Been Widely Discussed. 


M k E d i t o r 
Since the publication in T h e D a ily 
D isp atch of Saturday last of an inter 
view with me in regard to my jK»sition 
upon the proposed telephone ordinance, 
I hava l>een told by a good many j>eo- 
ple that M r. W alk er em phatically de­ 
clares th at my statements therein are 
untrue, th at he did not make the prop­ 
osition to the council in 1901, which es­ 
tablished the rates to be charged for 
telephones. 
Ile continues to charge 
that I have misrepresented him in 
this 
matter, though I showed him 
when in 
my office on Monday morning last, by 
the tiles of the Tribune, that in my 
re 
m arks I quoted the exact language used 
in the minutes of the council 
meeting 
held on’Aug. 5^1901, and published in the 
official proceedings of the council over 


the signature of the city clerk. 
The 
follow ing is the m atter referred to: 
“ The special committee to whom 
was 
referred the m atter of ascertaining the 
character, conditions ami rates of tole 
phone exchanges in the state as com 
pared w ith the Brainerd Telephone ex 
change, made a verbal report. 
“ M r. W alk er made the follow ing prop 
osition: 
T h a t he would make a rate of 
$l.(A) per month to residences, and bus- 
i n e r s phones to remain as at present, at 
$3.00 per month, and to furnish the city 
and county offices their phones free of 
charge. 
“ M oved ami seconded, that the prop 
osition of M r. W alker be accepted, and 
th at the c ity attorney draw up nu or 
dinance living the prier* of phones as 
promised in Mr. W alker's proposition. 
“ M otion carried.’’ 
M r. W a lk e r’s proposition is probably 
on tile in the city clerk s office, 
l ite let 
ters received in answer to inquires as to 
telephone rates in other towns are also 
in the possession of the city clerk and 
can be seen BV anyone who desires to 


look at them. 
I did not exper t to refer to this m at­ 
ter again, as I have stated 
my objee 
lions fully and returned the ordinance 
to the council, and it 
is 
now “ up to 


them " to aet, but I do not care to be 
misrepresented, and every statement 
I 
made in tin* interview can be easily ver 
Hied by anyone who takes sufficient in 


terest in tho matter.
